With more than 300.000 peo­ 
ple forced from their homes 
to seek safety from Hurricane 
Carla and the Red Crow feed­ 
ing and sheltering 150,000, the 
Adams County chapter was di­ 
rected today to accept disas­ 
ter contrrtnition* now. 
The order cam e in an urgent 
“mailgram” 
message 
from 
Chairman E. 
Ronald 
Harri­ 
man who said a local quota 
wilt be assigned as soon as 
the approximate extent of the 
damage is known. “Carls may 
well prove to he one of the 
most 
destructive 
hurricanes 
ever to hit the U.S.,” Harri­ 
man said. 
He 
estimated 
relief 
costs 
will amount to at least several 
million doHars and said: “I 
am asking every chapter to 
take immediate steps to pre­ 
pare a full-scale disaster re­ 
lief fund cam paign.” 


Problems .brought about by the 
largest enrollment in the history 
of the Gettysburg public schools 
were reviewed by the joint op­ 
erating committee of the Gettys­ 
burg Joint School District Mon­ 
day evening

its September 
meeting at the high school. 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools H. 
Edgar Riegle told the directors 
the total enrollment of 2,748 is 
121 above last year and there are 
70 pupils in the high school who 
had 
not 
been 
enrolled 
before 
schools opened. 
“ Needless to say. this large en­ 
rollment has created problems,” 
Mr. Riegle said. “ We are over­ 
crowded in some rooms in cer­ 
tain grade* in 
the elementary 
school and our class sections in 
the high school in some subjects 
are entirely too large. Both Folk- 
enroth and Snowberger are try­ 
ing to do their best to equalize 
teaching loads and class size but 
in some instances it is impossible 
to do as well as we would like to 
do. We may even have to buy 
more pupil seats.” Later in the 
meeting he noted a former stor­ 
age room hag been pressed into 
service as a classroom at the 
high school. The 121 new puupils 
represent about four classrooms, 
it was pointed out. 


TO E X P E D IT E P L A N S 
Elementary enrollment is 1,349 
while in their high school there 
are 1.399 pupils. Lincoln School 
continues to be used for the Sev­ 
enth Graders. 
Superintendent Riegle said he 
expects 
to

Wednesday in an effort to expe­ 
dite state approval on revised 
cost figures on the new high 
school building so that final con­ 
tract awards can be • made and 
work on the badly-needed new 
building started as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Riegle was directed to set up

General Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
afcill Mr. President to the throng 
in the dining hall of the Hotel 
Gettysburg, covered a lot of po­

press conference for the 42 GOP 
freshman solons 
Monday after­ 
noon at 2:20 o'clock. 
The former President, fresh and 
spirited despite the long session 
in the morning devoted to a re­ 
cap of the strategy and fighting at 
Gettysburg, made these points*in 
response to questions 
Recent newspaper and maga­ 
zine articles growing out of a 
State Department pamphlet to the 
effect that Eisenhower was respon­ 
sible for the Berlin division drew 
a mild rejoinder from the gen­ 
eral. He said: "It is difficult to 
brief five months activity into a 
•ingle paragraph without making 
ambiguous or seemingly mislead­ 
ing statements. The secretary of 
state called me this morning and 
said that the article was never 
meant to be critical. I accept that 
interpretation.” 


G IV E S B R IE F IN G 
Eisenhower then went on to brief 
the congressmen on the events 
leading up to- the division of Ger­ 
many, a political decision made 
by Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin. 
He pointed out that France had 
little say and the French sector 
was carved out of the American 
and British zones. 
He stressed the fact that “we 
were soldiers fighting a war” not 
politicians. “We made no deci­ 
sions, only offered 
suggestions 
which 
were 
rejected. 
Anyone 
who says that we could have taken 
Berlin before the Russians is talk­ 
ing nonsense," he said. “ We did 
keep them out of Denmark and 
Austria.”
